Court Holds That In Effect the Act 


Would Regulate Commerce Within 
the State—Summary of the Decision 
Rendered by Judge Evans In Ken- 
tucky District Court. 


Louisville, Ky., Jan. 1.—The em- 


ployes' liability act was held uncon- 
stitutional by Judge Evans in fed- 
eral court. The decision was given in 
the case of the administratrix of N. C. 
Brooks versus the Southern 
Pacific 


railroad and is believed to be the first 
decision handed down in connection 
with this act. The cause of action oc- 
curred in Kansas. Plaintiff's husband 
was killed in railway accident and 
suit was brought under this act for 
$25,000 damages and an amount suffi- 
cient to cover the cost of expenses in- 
cident to death. 


The court holds in brief that the act 


in effect would regulate 
commerce 


within the state and is therefore un- 
constitutional and the demurrer of the 
Southern Pacific railway to the action 
for damages was therefore sustained. 
In sustaining the demurrer, Judge 
Evans said that from every point of 
view the judgment of the court must 
be that the plaintiff has not manifest- 
ed by the averments of her petition 
any right to recover. 


Judge Evans said in part: "The act 


only created and imposes a liability 
upon certain common carriers to their 
employes, and in no way prescribes 
rules for carrying on traffic or com- 
merce among the states, and conse- 
qttently in no way regulates such com- 
merce. If the operation of the act 
could in any wise affect 
commerce 


among the states, it -would do so in a 
manner so remote, incidental and con- 
tingent as in no proper sense to aflord 
a factor of any value in determining 
question now it. contention. Creating 
new liabilities growing out of the re- 
lations of master and servant on the 
one hand, and regulating commerce 
on the. .other, .ace ±sro ""

penditures Of 559,000.000. 
As there 


htis been no change in the tariff laws 
or'the laws relating to Internal reve- 
nue. Secretary Shaw says the large 
increase In receipts is due solely to 
the extraordinary trade activity. The 
total expendituie, however, for 1POC, 
as compared with inor,,.lie says, shows 
a decrease of only ?5.000.000. 


Discussing the finances of the gov- 


ernment for the six months of tht 
present fiscal year, just closed, tht 
secretary says that the books of the. 
treasury show surplus receipts over 
expendi'tui. 
• • $25,000.000, as com- 


pared with a deficit of ?S,000,000 for 
the correspond.ng months of the pre- 
vious fiscal year. The cash in the 
treasury is $190,000,000. as compared 
with $171.000,000 a year ago, an in- 
crease of ?!9,000.000. The cash in the 
national bank depositaries is 5159.- 
0000 000, as compared with $65,000,000 
a year ago, an increase of $94,000,000, 
and the total cash in the general fund 
is $356,000,000, as against $242.000,000 
a year'.ago. Against this cash there 
are liabilities at the present time of 
$13,000,000 greater than at the same 
time last year. The available cash bal- 
ance has increased during the year 
$101,000,000. 


During the last 12 months, -the sec- 


retary continues, the money in actual 
circulation, exclusive of the amount in 
the treasury .vaults, has increased, 
more than $200,000,000. Of this in- 
crease $145,000,000 is available for 
bank reserve and $00.000,000 is in na- 
tional banks' circulation. "This," he 
srr-s "sterns to be a complete answer

The annual in- 
crease, he adds, may be sufficient, but 
there IK no annual contraction during 
the dull summer months. "Only the 
unthinking and ill-advised," he says 
'charge the stringency to stock and 
aond speculation."

Bgainst the old regime. 
The end of 


elericalisro, with the separation of 
church and state, is an accomplished 
fact and no longer an issue, although, 
echoes of this conflict probably will be 
heard for a long time to corae, and the 
extreme Socialists are anxioua to 
press the war against capitalism. Led 
by M. Jaures. the aim of the Socialists 
is distinctly the expropriation of prop- 
erty, but no one imagines tliere will 
in the near future be a regime of pure 
Socialism in France. 


The cabinet stands committed to 


supplement the weekly rest-day law 
and the employers' liability law with, 
an eight-hour labor law, old-age pen-

istic of the year 1906. In March oc- 


^'icurred the earthquake upheaval on the 


Island of Formosa.

Vesuvius burst forth, destroying, life 
and property for miles around the vol- 


, canic mountain. A few days later the 
i San Francisco earthquake and fire ca- 


lamity startled the world with its al- 
most unparalleled horrors. 


In August an earthquake devastated 


the coast cities of Chile, causing heavy 
loss of life, Especially in Valparaiso. 
In September a destructive typhoon 
swept over Hongkong and a cyclone 
caused great destruction on the gulf 
coast, notably at Mobile and Pensacola. 
A fierce West India hurricane in Octo- 
ber destroyed life and property on the 
coasts of Venezuela, Honduras, Salva- 
dor and Cuba. Landslides, cloudbursts 
and' floods, shipwrecks, fires and rail- 
way accidents added to the year's rec- 
ord of victims. It is estimated that 
over'50,000"lives were sacrificed the 
first ten months by the manifestations 
of nature's fury and the accidents of 
travel on sea and land.

Ohio Commission Files Koporl—The 


ifiit on Railroads In- 


creased 10 Per Cent. 


Columbus, O., Jan. 1. — The state 


railroad commission, in its first annual 
report filed with the governor, says 
that "too much time is wasted by 
trains lying on sidetracks and there 
is much evidence to the effect that 
roads are greatly congested, even with 
the present equipment, and it is a 
natural conclusion that wcr' / the 
equipment increased the congestion 
would be greater, and it would there- 
fore seem that permanent relief can 
only be secured through increase in 
trackage." The report shows that 
while the equipment on Ohio railroads 
has increased about 10 per cent, the 
amount of track mileage gained but 
3 
J/2 per cent. This includes switches 
and sidings. Extensions of time for 
the equipment of cars with airbrakes 
have expired. All trains must now 
have air on at least 75 per cent of the 
cars, under the law passed by the last 
legislature. TM* has sent to the scrap 
pile many old cars not considered 
worth the expense of air equipment. 
For the first time control over inter- 
urban roads is exercised by the state. 
Fifty such lines have bren inspected. 
Where defects were found in facilities 
or methods they have been remedied. 


The commission says: "It is prob- j 


ably fair to assume that some of the 
i 


railroads in Ohin are Endeavoring to 
handle a double-track business on 'a 
singlp-ti'aek 
lino. In other words, 


more miles of second track should 
have been laid in the last few years, 
and the carriei.- have been derelict in 
not even equipping themselves in this 
respect for 
*h<> natural increase of 


tonnage that o'rdinary intelligence 
might have foreseen."

riment and damage. He was granted 
a temporary injunction against de- 
fendants under $300 bend. It is said 
that Brooker was a member of the 
same league and that he violated an 
agreement to sell no large glasses of 
beer. 


Hundred Thousand For Art. 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 1. — A gift of 


$100,000 to be added to the endowment 
fund of the institution was presented 
to the Cincinnati Art museum by Mrs. 
Mary M, Emery, widow of the late 
Thomas J. Emery. In memory of the 
latter the donation was made. The 
only condition attached to the gift is 
that the trustees shall throw the 
museum open each Saturday for the 
free admission of the public. At pres- 
ent a small fee is charged on all days 
of the week. The present thus be- 
comes a New Year's gift to the people 
of Cincinnati. 


Charge Against Soldier. 


Chillicothe, O., Jan. 1.—A telegram 


from Sheriff Latta Morrison at Taco- 
ma, Ys'ash., says he started home with 
Benjamin Holden, alias Rufus Holden, 
who is wanted in Ohio for having too 
many wives. One of them, who lived 
at Kingston, this county, tie married 
only a few days before his regiment 
was ordered to Alaska, he being a sol- 
dier in the regular army. 


Food For Fire. 


Cincinnati, O., Jan. 1. — The main 


building of the Philip Carey Manufac- 
turing company's asbestos plant at 
Lockland, a suburb of this city, was 
completely destroyed by fire. The loss 
is estimated at $35,000. Bruce Van 
Zant, a millwright, was fatally burned. 
Spontaneous combustion is said to 
have been the cause of the fire. 


Captain Stewart. 


Springfield, 
O., Jan. 1. — Captain 


Perry Stewart, 80, one of the 
most 


prominent pioneers of Clark county, 
died of a complication of diseases. He 
was a representative in the legislature 
in 1S6S-9, and served as captain of 
company A, Ninety-fourth Ohio volun- 
teer infantry, during the civil war. 
Nine children survive him.

Wash- 


ington, la., riit .1 at 'he residence of 
his dausrhter in Seattle. Was-h.. due,to 
old age. General Scofield served in tbo 
Union army throughout the war. 


Unable to Carry On Business. 


Marlon, O., Jan. 1. — The Marion 


Manufacturing 
company, a threshing 


machine industry, filed a petition in 
bankruptcy. The company, capital- 
ized at $340,000, has $210,000 liabili- 
ties, with over $400,GCO assets. It was 
unable to carry on its business be- 
cause of its impaired credit. 


For Good Roads. 


Columbus, C., Jan. 1. — The state 


hlghwayccmmissioner announced that 
S3 counties have applied for their ap- 
portionment of the appropriation of 
$150,000 made by the legislature for 
good roada for 1906 and 1907. These 
counties are Adams, Allen, Clark, 
Clermont, Clinton, Crawford, Cuya- 
hoga, Delaware, Erie, Fail-field, Fay- 
ette, Gallia, Hamilton, Hancock, Hen- 
ry, Highland, Lawrence, Marion, Madi- 
son, Mercer, Miami, Montgomery, Ot- 
tawa, Paulding, Perry, Pike, Putnam, 
Sandusky, Seneca, Union, Van Wort, 
Warren and Wood. There has been 
paid to 30 of these counties $51,136.20, 
three of the counties not yet having 
complied with all the legal require- 
ments. Eighty-five petitions, for the 
construction of roads aggregating 175 
miles, have been filed. 


No Deal In Prospect. 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 1.—Former Gov- 


ernor Myron T. Herrick denied re- 
ports from Youngstown concerning 
negotiations between the Everett syn- 
dicate of this city and Youngstown in- 
terests for the purchase by the for- 
mer of the trolley lines connecting 
Youngstown, Xiles and Warren, O.. 
and Xewcasile and Sharon, Pa., and 
the light and water plants in those 
places. Mr. Herrick said: "Xo such 
deal is in prospect and no such nego- 
tiations are pending."
